Electric  Railway  Project 
Messrs.  ReerjT A'  I’rice,  two  geuth-njen 
representing  the  Daft  Electric  Motor 
Company,  appeared  before  the  Township 
Committee  on  Wednesday  evening  with  a 
request  that  the  committee  grant  them 
tiie  privilege  of  interviewing  tiie  property 
owners  along  the  line  of  the  E-se\  Pas¬ 
senger  Railway  on  Bloomfield  avenue. 
They  purpose  obtaining  the  consent  or 
the  property  owners  to  the  erection  of 
poles  and  w  ires  for  the  purpose  of  opera¬ 
ting  with  electric  motor  power  the  cars 
of  the  . Railway  Company.  The  company  a 
plan  is  to  erect  poles  at  a  distance  or  loo 
feel  apart  along  the  curb.  An  arm  at¬ 
tached  Jo  these  will  teach  the  centre  of 
the  track  from  which  two  wires  will  be 
suspended  through  which  the  electric 
current  will  flow.  A  similar  sjstem  is  in 
operation  at  Meriden,  I'oiru  ,  and  As  bury 
Park  in  this  State.  Mr.  Beers  claims  that 
the  workings  of  the  Bloomfield  avenue 
line  will  he  superior  t*f  them  in  many 
respects.  The  poles  will  l  he  paiuted  ami 
care  taken  iu  their  erection  to  avoid  all 
possible  damage  to  shade  trees.  The 
system  | will  be  exclusively  an  overhead 
system,  having  no  connection  whatever 
with  tr  e  rails.  'J  he  ears,  six  in  number, 
will  be  sixteen  feet  long  and  of  handsome 
finish.  The  company  propose  to  erect 
iucamlgbent  lamps  of  twenty  candle  power 
at  each  turnout.  There  are  ten  turnouts 
on  the  avenue.
